Argument Over bint Fol- 
lowed by Affray at Belmont 
and Eighteenth Streets. 


A policeman off duty and returning 
from a party last night was arrested 
in connection with the shooting of two 
men, one his companion he said he met 
at the party and the other a taxicab 
driver who was taking them home. 

James Warren Matthews, 32 years 
old, of 2407 Eighteenth street north- 
west, attached to the Fourteenth pre- 
cinct station, is the patrolman in cus- 
tody. 

The wounded men are Francis C. 
Bland, 23 years old, of apartment 20, 
the Leonard apartments, 1424 W street 
northwest, shot in the groin, and 
George Milton Fox, 24 years old, a taxi- 
cab driver, of 1909 Fourteenth street 
northwest, shot in the stomach. Fox 
is in a critical condition, physicians 
at Emergency hospital said. Bland was 
taken to Garfield hospital where, it 
was said, he would recover. 

The double shooting occurred at mid- 
night in front of Matthews’ home 
which is near the corner of Eighteenth 
and Belmont streets. 


Have Argument Over Money. 


After questioning Bland and Mat- 
thews police of the Eighth precinct 
said there was an argument over 
money. 

It seems, police say, that Bland and 
Matthews met last night through a 
mutual acquaintance and went on a 
party together. They visited two wom- 
en. Later, it was said, Bland and the 
women took Matthews home. 

When the shooting occurred the two 
women fan away and their identity 
was unknown to the police early this 
morning. Bland, however, charged 
that Matthéws shot him after accus- 
ing someone in the party of taking 
most of his $56 from him. 

Fox, before losing consciousness at 
the hosiptel, said some one struck him 
and then he was felled by a bullet 
after Bland had been shot.. 

Matthews was arrested at his home by 
Sergt. W. C. Balderson and Policeman 
H. C. Hinton, of the Eighth precinct 
station. He was charged with intoxica- 
tion and ordered held pending the out- 
come of the injuries to Fox and Bland. 


Search for Two Women. 


Dr. William Meiman, of the Emer- 
gency hospital staff, described the con- 
dition of Fox as extremely serious. He 
underwent an operation at 2 o'clock 
this morning. 

Police this morning were searching 
for the two women. Both Matthews 
and Bland insisted they,iid not know 
the women and didn’t remember where 
they lived. The call for the taxicab 
was not received through the main of- 
fice of the cab company. Joseph L. 
Ruppel, superintendent of the com- 
pany said Fox probably picked up the 
party on the street. When the cab 
stopped in front of ‘Matthews’ house 
the meter registered 45 cents.

Asked About Record. 


Mal Daugherty was called to tell 
about missing record of the Midland 
National Bank at Washington Court- 
house, Ohio, of which he is president.

The 
next day, October 1, Merton paid King 
a fee of $391,000 in Liberty bonds. 
There nad been a previous payment of 
$50,000 by check. 

Testimony previously given also 
showed, the government contends, that 
$49,000 of the Liberty bonds were traced 
to bank and brokerage accounts of 
Miller.

IN JUGOSLAVIA QUAKE 


Lightning Flashes in Cloudless 
Sky; Peasants Flee 
Homes in Cow. 


DAMAGE BELIEVED GREAT) 


Belgrade, Feb. 15 (By A. 5 state 
slavia, along the Adriatic coast and far 
into the interior, . was... dealt. deadly 
Gamage by a great earthquake Sunday, 
which took toll of probably several 
hundred lives. 

Communications are such in the 
stricken territory that it is impossible 
to obtain an accurate idea of how 
widespread the shocks were, or how 
extensive the loss of lives and prop- 
erty. Expeditions have started out 
from the capital and other centers of 
population to the afflicted regions, 
which include parts of Dalmatia, Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina. 

The earth shocks were felt severely 
as far inland as Sarajevo, but the most 
widespread damage occurred apparent- 
ly along the hilly territory paralleling 
the coast for several score miles. 

The quake was ushered in by a 
period of spectcaular lightning in a 
cloudless sky which was followed by 
19 shocks in 20 minutes, which oc- 
curred within less than an hour dur- 
ing the period of darkness preceding 
Sunday’s dawn. They rocked the land 
on both sides of the river Narenta, 
which cleaves Jugoslavia on the way to 
the sea, and both north and south of 
the mouth of the Narenta. 

From each village thus far has come 
a different story—either as to the 
nature of the shocks and the damage 
done or regarding the loss of life. Some

Success of Independent Move

Duty of League Cited. 


Article 8 of the league covenant, it 
was pointed out, however, made general 
arms limitation “one of the essential 
duties of the league” with its fulfill- 
ment culminating in creation of the 
Geneva preparatory commission. The 
new American proposal, it was added, 
would divest the commission “of an es- 
sential question which figures on its 
program”’ to create ‘‘on the side” a con- 
ference of a few powers. 

The text of France's reply follows: 

“The American government has been 
good enough to address to the signa- 
tories of the naval convention of Wash- 
ington of 1922, and as one of them to 
the French government, a memorandum 
proposing to negotiate at Geneva be- 
tween the five powers, disinteresting 
themselves from the general work of 
the reduction of armaments carried on 
for the last ten months, by the prepar- 
atory commission of disarmament and 
agreement with a view to limiting from 
now on naval armament for the cate- 
gories of vessels which are not included 
in the treaty of Washington 

“The French government wishes first 
of all to say how much it appreciates 
the lofty aim of the American note. 
The generous idealism which inspires it 
is in accordance with its own views. No 
power could be more appreciative of the 
noble initiative of President Coolidge 
than Frances who never ceases to give 
proofs of her resolutely pacific will. 

“It desires equally to show how much 
it has apprciated the friendly attention 
of the Federal government in leaving 
its proposals flexible in an endeavor to 
take into account the special conditions 
and requirements of the continental 
powers. The American government hag 
thus shown that it is quite aware of 
the very clear position taken by the 
French government in the question of 
naval disarmament. It will therefore: 
not be astonished to see French opinion 
preoccupied with its duties as a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations and with 
its moral obligations toward all the 
powers which form part of it. 


Fear Harm to League. 


“On its part the government of the 
republic would have been happy to be 
able to adhere to these proposals with- 
out reserve and the entire ‘French na- 
tion would have congratulated itself 
on seeing the two countries again as- 
sociated in enthusiastic consent with 
their common traditions. But an at- 
tentive study of the American proposals 
has convinced the government of the — 
republic that in their present form pal " 
risk compromising the success of the.

BILL TO PROTECT PARK 


Shipstead Measure Would 
Guard Government Buildings 
From Encroachment. 


The Senate District committee yes- 
terday ordered favorably reported the 
Shipstead bill designed to protect La- 
fayette square particularly and all gov- 
ernment parks and buildings in gen- 
eral. Its action on the farmers’ market 
site bill seemed to indicate a victory 


The Shipstead bill provides that all 


stories within 200 feet of a government 
building or park, must be approved by 
the fine arts commission in so far as 
their exterior and architectural design 
are concerned. An amendment was in- 
serted at the instance of Senator Cope- 
land, of New York, cGesigned to quiet 
the fears of property. owners around 
Lafayette -square that the fine arts 
commission has a plan up its sleeve 
for holding the west side of the square 
in “cold storage” in order that the gov- 
ernment can buy it cheaply in the fu- 
ture for a new State Department bulild- 
ing. 

Concerning the farmers’ market bill, 
the committee decided to insist that

Fitzgerald Measure Held Mo- 
nopolistic; Underhill’s Enemy 
of Compensation. 


COLLECTIVE LIABILITY 
OPPOSED BY BUSINESS 


Citizens’ Advisory Council Ac- 
cepts Briefs for Considera- 
tion Pending Action. 


Representatives of organized employ- 
ers and organized iabor debated the 
relative merits of the Underhill and 
Fitzgerald workmen’s compensation 
bills last night before the citizens ad- 
visory council. Some of the business 
men referred to the Fitzgerald bill as 
monopolistic, communistic and-a ve- 
hicle for nation-wide propaganda. Some 
of the labor men referred to the Under- 
hill bill as having been framed by in- 
surance companies seeking business 
and as a backfire to defeat compensa- 
tion altogether. 

The calling of names, .however, was 
ended before the discussion had pro- 
ceeded far. Then it was stated the 
disputed issue was that the employers 
object. to collective Mability by employ- 
ers, wanting each employer to pay only 
for injuries to his men, whereas labor 
wants. industry generally to remove 
from the shoulders of the public the 
burden of caring for industry’s cripples, 
paupers, widows and orphans. 

Following the hearing last night the 
council took no action, but accepted 
briefs and other documents for consid- 
eration, in addition to the oral testi- 
mony. 

W. W. Everett, vice president of 
Woodward & Lothrop and chairman of 
the joint committee of business men 
on workmen's compensation, engineer- 
ed the presentation of the arguments 
in behalf of the Underhill measure. 
Those who spoke in its favor were E. 
C. Graham, president of the Washing- 
ton Board of Trade, Maj. Gen. Anton 
Stephan, president of the Merchants 
& Manufacturers association; Walter 
Balderson, representing the Washing- 
ton Chamber of Commerce; C. H. War- 
rington, of the Washington Automotive 
Trade association; W. J. Eynon, repre- 
senting employing printers; Thomas M. 
Baldwin, jr., District superintendent of 
insurance; James B. Schick, of the 
Washington Real Estate Board; Edward 
S. Brashears, of the Washington Insur- 
ance club, and James L. Madden, of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 

George A. Warren, of. the Central 
Labor Union, marshaled the forces be- 
hind the Fitzgerald bill and introduced 
as speakers Edgar Wallace, legislative 
agent for the American Federation of 
Labor; John B. Andrews, secretary of 
the American Association for Labor 
Legislation, and John B. Colpoys, edi- 
tor of the Washington Trades Unionist. 


Support Private Insurance. 


The employer spokesman said compe- 
tition of insurance companies to get the 
business would make private insurance 
under the Underhill bill cheaper than 
what they termed the govérmment mo- 
nopoly of insurance under the Fitzger- 
ald bill, that the latter measure would 
tend toward bureaucracy, would in- 
crease taxes and was dangerous to busi- 
ness in that it, as Gen. Stephan put it, 
placed a “blank check” in the hands of 
the compensation commission in thte 
form of authority to levy premiums on 
employers to any amount they might 
see fit.

TEN TEACHERS GAIN 
IN M'CARL RULING 


Twénty Others Lose in Salary 
Rate and in Longevity 
Status. 


In a third decision by Comptroller 
General McCarl, the board of commis- 
sioners was told yesterday that salary 
changes from Class 2A to Class 2C for 
Junior High school teachers, as or- 
dered by him in two prior decisions, 
need not be made retroactive. Ap- 
proximately 30 teachers were affected, 
one-third to gain over their present 
salaries by placement in a lower class, 
and others to lose in salary for a vary- 
ing number of years by placement in 
the higher 2C class, for which they will 
receive no longevity increases. 

Under the _ rétroactive principle, 
teachers were notified that they “might 
be required” to refund to the govern- 
ment sums ranging from $100 to $800. 
By the last decwion of the comptroller 
general, certain teachers will lose on 
next year’s salary $100 to $200, but 
will be placed in a class which auto- 
matically increases to $400 more than 
the 2A group. 


The Comptroller General stood on the 


merits of his two previous decisions, 
which grew out of submission of the 
case to him by six teachers of Shaw 
and Randall Junior High schools. The 
board of education, which has had the 
case before it for nearly three years, re- 
ferred it to a committee headed by 
Charles F’. Carusi, for a satisfactory set- 
tlement. It is understood that none of 
the teachers who made the contention 
for 2C classification will offer objection 
to loss of salary where no refund will 
have to be made.

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Hankow and Kiukiang Are 
Probable Objectives; Yangtze 
Valley to Be Battleground. 


TALK OF BRITISH BREAK 
STILL IS UNCONFIRMED 


Danger to American Lives No 
Greater Now, Is President 
Coolidge’s Opinion. 


Peking, Feb. 15 (By A. P.).—Huge 
movements of troops are taking place 


in preparation for the coming struggle 
between the Peking and nationalist 
(Cantonese) governments for domina- 
tion of all China, The Yangtse valley 
is planned as the battleground, with 
Hankow and Kiukiang as probable ob- 
jectives. Both northern and southern 
leaders are hurrying forward heavy re- 
inforcements. 

The alliance of northern war lords 
backing the Pekifg government have 
started Manchurians southward into 
Honan province. They have penetrated 
nearly to Chenchow, while their forces 
from Shantung province, moving along 
the Lunghal railway, have approached 
Kaifeng, Honan’s capital city. 

Troops of Marshal Wu Pei-fu, who 
formerly were north of the Yellow 
river, have withdrawn southward or 
westward before the advancing ngrth- 
erners. Whether Wu Pel-fu will sup- 
port the Peking government forces is 
not known. One of the most powerful 
figures in China, his action may have 
large effect in determining the result 
of the struggle between north and 
south China. 

Some of Wu's lieutenants were re- 
ported to have declared allegiance to 
the northern war lords but whether 
with consent of their chief was not 
known. Wu lost control of Hankow 
and the Yahgtse provinces last August 
largely because of insubordination 
within his ranks in the face of the 
Cantonese attack, and there have been 
rumors recently of dissension among 
his officers. It is not believed that 
the Manchurians would have advanced 
on such a large scale without assur- 
ances that they would not be opposed. 


Seeks to Add Units. 


Chang Hsueh-Liang, son of Chang 
Tso-Lin, Manchurian dictator and head 
of the northern alliance, departed for 
Hohan tonight to direct the reorgani- 
vation of northern forces and attempt 
the enrollment of some of Wu Pei-Fu’s 
units into the northern armies. 

To strike at the Cantonese in another 
sector, Shangtung province troops un- 
der Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang are re-

The threat of the Cantonese against 
Shanghai has been allayed, say reports 
received from Chekiang. The southern- 
ers are believed to be withdrawing large 
numbers of soldiers from their Che- 
kiang-Kiangsi provinces front to defend 
Hankow against the drive of the north- 
ern alliance. 

Nationalist (Cantonese) troops are 
also pouring northward of Hankow to 
defend that city from northern enemy. 
Fifty thousand men recently brought 
down the Yangtse from Ichang and 
other up-river points, have been placed 
at strategic points, a large number of 
them being landed at Wuseh, about 30 
miles from Kiukiang. 


All Are in Interior. 


All of these major movements are 
taking place in the interior of China, 
hundreds of miles from the coast. 

London, Feb. 15 (By A. P.).—Great 
Britain tonight still was without con- 
firmation or denial of newspaper dis- 
patches of yesterday which said the 
negotiations at Hankow, between the 
Cantonese Foreign Minister Eugene 
Chen and British Charge d’Affaires 
Owen O’Malley, had broken down. 

As if perhaps preparing for unfa- 
vorable news, official circles maintain 
that whatever the immediate fate of 
the Hankow parley, the British gov- 
ernment has formulated and proclaim- 
ed to the world a conciliatory policy 
toward China which will stand the test 
of time. This policy is expected to 
bring about a settlement of all the 
outstanding Anglo-Chinese problems. 

Philip Snowden, laborite, caused a 
tense moment in the house of com- 
mons today when he asked Foreign 
Secretary Chamberlain whether it was 
true that the negotiations at Hankow 
had broken down. 


No Information Received. 


“Up to the present moment I have 
received no information,” the foreign 
secretary replied gravely. 

The house was crowded and the la- 
borites were sitting on the edges of 
the benches ready to start a storm of 
criticism of the government if Sir 
Austen had confirmed that the nego- 
tiations between Chen and Charge 
O'Malley had ended. 

They maintain that the dispatch of 
the British defense force to the. Far 
East injected a new problem which 
made ‘Charge O’Malley’s task more 
difficult, and already has wrecked, or 
is likely to wreck, the British govern- 
ment’s Chinese program, which, until 
the troops were dispatched, had had the 
almost unanimious support of the 
laborites. 


In the opinion of President Coolidge, 
American lives and properties are in no 
danger in China now than they have 


° been during the past months of internal 


warfare. 

The United States is keeping forces in 
the proximity of trouble areas in order 
to be ready to take care of American 
citizens in case they should become en- 
dangered from mob violence, but it was 
added at the White House that this 
policy of, being prepared for emergen- 
cies did not imply danger to Americans 
now. It is understood that the United 
States had no intention of landing ma- 
rines on Chinese territory under pres- 
ent circumstances

PINEDO OFF TONIGHT 
TO BRAZIL, CRUCIAL 
HOP OF LONG FLIGHT 


Italian Airman and Aids Rest 
at Bolama After a 
Gruelling Trip. 


NO SHIPS STATIONED 
ALONG PLANE’S ROUTE 


Commander Gets Wish to 
Make Jaunt True Contest 
Against Nature. 


Rome, Feb. 15 (By A. P.)—Com- 
mander Francesco de Pinedo, noted 
Italian long-distance flier, tonight was 
taking a well-earned rest at Bolama, 
Portuguese Guinea, preparatory to hop- 
ping off at 8 o’clock tomorrow night 
for Port Natal, Brazil, on the crucial 
lap of his four-continent flight, of 
which he had completed the first three 


hops with clocklike regularity. 

The next lap, admittedly the most 
difficult of the entire flight, which will 
touch Europe, Africa and North and 
South America, measures 3,000 kilo- 
meters (1,875 miles). This, Commander 
de Pinedo hopes to cover 
eighteen hours.

Immediately upon his arrival at Bo- | 


lama at 8:15 o’clock this morning, 
after a moonlight 1,000-mile Jump from 
Villa Cisneros, Rio de Oro, at an aver- 
age speed of 104 miles an hour, Cob- 
mander de Pinedo and his aids went 
to bed, utterly exhausted. The two 
aids were Capt. Carlo Delprete and Me- 
chanic Vitale Zacchettl. 

Officials here expect the fliers will 
do nothing but sleep until. tomorrow 
when they will give the final touches 
of preparation to their plane, the Santa 
Maria, which is moored in the harbor 
at Bolama. 


Plans Are Changed. 


The aviators had hoped to be able 
to continue their journey tonight, ac- 
cording to a message received this eve- 
ning. In fact, radio messages from 
the Italian liner Taormina reported 
that the plane had swooped down over 
Cape Verde, Senegal, at 5:15 o'clock 
this morning, as though the aviators 
intended to land. Consequently it was 
first believed in official circles in Rome 
that Commander de Pinedo would 
break the flight t Cape Verde to pass 
the day in rest and then to continue to 
Brazil by moonlight tonight. Intense 
fatigue, coupled with the desire not to 
tax the resistance of the plane, how- 
ever, induced the fliers to stick to their 
original plan and to hop off from Bo- 
loma after a full 24-hour rest. 

Sergt. Deglinnocenti, who was aboard 
the plane when it originally left Cag- 
liari, Sardinia, will not accompany the 
Santa Maria on the hop across the 
Atlantic ocean, his weight being re- 
placed by additional supplies. 

The Italian government has not ar- 
ranged any definite scheme of protec- 
tion for the fliers by ships along the 
route across the ocean. This was in 
accordance with Commander de Pi- 
nedo’s intention to make the flight 
a true contest against natural condi- 
tions with minimum preparation. Ail 
vessels known to be in the vicinity, 
however, have been requested by radio 
to watch out carefully and to give as- 
sistance if necessary. ; 


Press Praises Fliers. 


The press tonight hailed Commander 
de Pinedo’s flight as eloquent proof 
of the ability amd courage of Italy’s 
men of the new generation, and the 
worth of Italian materials of which 
the plane is constructed exclusively. 
Wordy enthusiasm, however, is notably 
absent. 

Giornale d'Italia says, “Statistics are 
the best comment on such a flight. It 
is not fitting to write reams about cer- 
tain accomplishments, and beautiful 
phrases and flamboyant sentences 
would add nothing to the facts.” 

The arid official communiques, de- 
clares L’Impero, express better than 
columns of comment the magnificent 
courage of the fliers and the splendid 
resistance of the material. Corriere 
d'Italia expresses amazement at the 
physical resistance of the aviators, 
while Lavoro Italia refers to “our 
heroic, tireless aviators whose daily acts 
stupefy and amaze the world.” 


Irish Pastor Is Tried 
On Heresy Charges 


Belfast, Ireland, Feb. 15 (By A. P.).— 
The modernist question was raised in 
Belfast today when the Rev. J. Ernest 
Davey, professor of ecclesiastical teach- 
ing in the Irish Presbyterian college, 


was tried behind closed doors by the 
Belfast presbytery on charges of heresy. 

The charges were that he “denied 
the divinity of Christ by alluding to 
his agonies and suffering on the cross 
as those of a mere human: being, such 
doctrines being inconsistent with the 
Bible and the standards of the Presby- 
terlan Church.” Mr. Davey pleaded 
not guilty. The hearing is expected 
to last several days.

Chicago, Feb. 15 (By A. P.).—Like 
a voice from the dead, a letter writ- 
ten when Napoleon Bonaparte was 
called “the Corsican toad under the 
harrow,” and “the devil’s imp pray- 
ing for peace,” was discovered and 
unsealed foday. 

It was written in London in 1814, 
by R. Ackermann, London artist and 
publisher, and addressed to a book 
collector, “Codrington, esq.,"” who 
never opened it. 

It was found by W. Russell But- 
ton, Chicago manager of a London 
art establishment, inside a pictorial 
“history of the University and city 
of Oxford.” The letter announced 
the forthcoming publication (in 
1814) of a companion volume on 
Cambrfige. It is believed that the 
purchaser of the book on Oxford had 
not read it carefully enough to dis- 
cover in it the inclosed sealed let- 
ter, which consequently had remain- 
ed unopened for 113 years. 

Inclosed in the letter was a cir- 
cular describing a book of war cari- 
catures treating Bonaparte much as 
the German kaiser \was regarded 


Ls the war of 100 years later. 


SINCLAIR NOT TO END 
MEXICAN OPERATIONS 


Oil Man, in Southern Capital, 
Sees Bright Future 
for Situation. 


Mexico City, Feb. 15 (By A. P.).— 
Harry F. Sinclair, chairman of the Sin- 
clair Consolidated Oil Corporation, who 
arrived here today, expressed the be- 
lief that the Mexican oil situation 
would “ultimately work out all right.” 
He declared he had not the slightest 
intention of suspending operations of 
the Sinclair interests in Mexico. 

Mr. Sinclair was accompanied by sev- 
eral executives of his organization. He 
remarked that he was in Mexico merely 
to look over the situation. “I hope to 
be able to present my compliments to 
President Calles,” said the oil magnate, 
“and I expect similarly to see Senor 
Morones and other prominent members 
of the government. I am not here with 
a chip on my shoulder or with any 
special program, and there is no 
thought in my mind of suspending 
operations in Mexico.”

| Los Angeles, Feb. 15 (By A. P.).—Mrs. 
Charles 8. Chaplin today heard Superior 
Judge Walter Guerin order the receivers 
of the film comedian's estate to allow 
her and her children to occupy the 
Chaplin mansion. In the same session 
the gourt stipulated that the temporary 
alimony be reduced from $4,000 to 
$3,000 monthly. As yet Mis. Chaplin 
has not been able to collect any ali- 
mony. 

Mrs. Chaplin told the court she fled 
from the mansion after she had been 
threatened by her husband. She said 
Chaplin called her to his room the night 
before she left and ordered her to “get 
that bunch out of here and get them 
out quick,” referring to a party of her 
friends who had come to the house. She 


|said she told her friends to leave and 


then went to Chaplin’s room and told 
him she would not stand for his treat- 
ment any longer. 

“Then he got excited, picked up a gun 
and waved it at me shouting that he 
would kill me if I left the house or told 
the newspapers any of this,”’ she said. 
“I was afraifd for my babies,’she added. 
“I thought he might try to take them 
away from me. I left the next morn- 
ing.” 

Mrs. Chaplin told the court she had 
lived on borrowed money and that her 
funds were nearly exhausted so that she 
could not pay the $1,000 rent due 
Thursday on the home she has been 
occupying. 

When the case was called Charles E. 
Millikan, one of Chaplin’s attorneys, 
answered for Chaplin Studios, Inc., stat- 
ing that attorneys for the studios had 
been notified by Nathan Burkan, Chap- 
lin’s New York attorney, that the plain- 
tiff would continue to pay rent to the 
studios for the home property and that 
as long as rentals are paid the studio 
company has no concern as to who 
occupies the mansion. 
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QUAKE, HURRICANE, SNOW 
‘AND RAIN’ IN CALIFORNIA 


San Francisco Shaken; Taft 
Torn by Storm; Slide Cuts 
Off a Train. 


San Francisco, Feb. 15 (By A. P.).— 
Drenched with three days’ steady rain, 
accompanied by high winds, the entire 
State of California was still gripped to- 
night by the angry elements. In some 
sections as much as 7 inches of rain 
had fallen. mn 

‘The wind approached the intensity 
of a hurricane at Taft, Kern county, 
ripping roofs from several buildings and 
uprooting all unprotected trees. Lashed 


by winds and waves, two cottages at 
Santa Monica crumbled and beach 
dwellers deserted others, fearing the 
high surf would undermine their 
homes. 

In San Francisco a light earthquake 
was felt in office buildings at 3:55 
o’clock this afternoon. 

A snowslide. at Big Creek, 70 miles 
east. of Fresno, in the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, is believed to have caused 
considerable damage. Communication 
with the mountain construction town 
was interrupted. From meager infor- 
mation available, the slide occurred 
across the canyon from Big Creek and 
in the neighborhood of camp 72, of the 
Southern California Edison Co.

New York Operation Begun in 
1925 to Make Cases, He 
Tells Mellon. 

ASSERTS AGENTS KNEW 
IT WOULD GO IN DRINKS 


Government Afraid of Trials 
on 20 Indictments, 
He Declares. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 
Details of yet another “under 
cover” operation, in which the govern- 
ment engaged in the diversion of poison 


alcohol for the pu e of making cases, 
were told yesterday by Representa- 
tive F. H. LaGuardia in a letter to An- 
drew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The operation, which was not in- 
cluded in the report of such activities 
made to the Senate by the Treasury 
Department, was set up in New York in 
1926, Representative LaGuardia said, 
“with the knowledge and connivance of 
the government and with public 
funds” and “intending all of the time 
that it (poison alcohol) should be di- 
verted, knowing full well that it would 
be unlawfully put into beverages and 
‘mnocent people poisoned.” 

The New York member of the House 
matie the further accusation that the 
government was afraid to go to trial 
under the twenty indictments obtained 
in this case, but that the fact that they 
had been obtained had been cited by 
Mr. Mellon as reason for continuing 
the “undercover” appropriation. 

Contained also in the letter is the 
statement that the man engaged by 
the government to conduct the estab- 
ishment, LeShon de Paris, which ob- 
t2ined the alcohol permits and then 
“*sold the denatured product, was an 
filen and had been arrested on a nar- 
eotic charge. 


Trought Much to Light. 


Almost as much interest attaches to 
the manner in which Representative 
LaGuardia manages to discover these 
secret Treasury operations as the reve- 
lations themselves. This is the third 
time that the New York Socialist has 
revealed the alleged operations of “un- 
dercover” Treasury agents in 
parts of the country. 

It was he who first brought to light 
the Bridge Whist club tn New York, 
established by government agents, and 
the fact that prohibition enforcement 
officers had conducted a speakeasy and 
a distillery in som operations around 
Norfolk. 

His Jetter to Secretary Melion follows: 

“A few days ago there appeared in 
the press a statement from your de- 
partment justifying the use of the un- 
dercover system and in support of leg- 
islation to legalize their use, which 
said that in one instance at least 20 
indictments had been obtained. I 
know you desire to be fair about such 
statements going out to the public. 
Therefore I want to inform you that 
just as you were not advised of the 
details of the Bridge Whist club and 
the Norfolk pool room and th® Eliza- 
beth City distillery, you have not been 
told the full particulars of the under- 
cover plant leading to these 20 indict- 
ments. 

“The case referred to by the Treasury 
Department and about which I am 
certain you have not particulars is that 
of the LeShone de Paris, Inc., 4 West 
Sixteenth street, New York. This com- 
pany was set up in buéineés in cooper- 
ation with government agents for the 
alleged purpose of discovering violators 
of the law. If you will consult the 
files of your department and compel 
your subordinates to hand over to you 
a letter from Chester P. Mills, Federal 
prohibition administrator of New York, 
dated May 8, 1926, you will get the 
confirmation of this charge. 


Set Up With U. 8. Knowledge. 


“This plant was set up with the 
knowledge and connivance of the gov- 
ernment and with public funds and the 
government intrusted ite case to A 
notorious character, not even a citizen 
of the United States, one Bert Rolls 
with one Michael Malone, of the special 
intelligence squad of your department. 

“This undercover firm was given per- 
mit No. 20108 and permitted to with- 
draw no less than 7,650 gallons of = 
s0n alcohol. You have stated, Mr. Sec- 
retary, that you do not approve of pol- 
son alcohol being diverted and given to 
unsuspecting people to drink, but in 
this instance agents of your department 
actually turned loose over 7,650 gallons 
of denatured poison alcohol, intending 
all of the time that it would be di- 
verted, knowing full well that it would 
be unlawfully put into beverages and 
innocent people poisoned. I am sure 
these facts were not told you. This 
set-up, consisting of this man Rolls, 
was permitted to draw and did draw 
with the knowledge and consent of the 
superior officers in your department, no 
leas than 7,650 gallons in 30 days. 
Seven thousand six hundred and fifty 
gallons of poisoned alcohol put into 
beverages through the agency of gov- 
ernment officials who encouraged and 
entrapped persons to commit these 
murderous acts. 

“Now then to come back to the in- 
dictments obtained by this man Rolls, 
who diverted this poison alcohol with 
the knowledge and consent of your 
department. These indictments on 
which it is sought to legalize the con- 
tinuance of this vicious system are ab- 
solutely worthless. The indictments 
have been pending over one year and 
I charge that neither your department 
nor the district attorney for the 
Southern district of New York dare go 
to trial with these cases.”

WILSON’S TALKS HELD 
TO DEPRESS MARKET 


Government Witnesses Sus- 
tain Legality and Ethics in 
Reopening Case. 


Stock of the Ford Motor Co. in 
March, 1918, had a maximum value of 
less than half the value placed on it 


by former Assistant Oommissioner of 
Internal Revénué Talbot, government 


| witnesses testified at hearings yester- 


day before the board of tax appéals 
in the $30,000,000 tax suit. 

Testimony of the government wit- 
nesses was in Marked contrast to that 
of financiérs, automobile manufac- 
turers and économists presénted by the 
former minority stockholders of the 
Ford company who are fésisting the 
government's effort to collect an ad- 
ditional $30,000,000 in taxes from them 
as due on their profits from the sale 
in 1919 of 9,170 shares Of stock to 
Henry Ford at $12,500 a share. 

There wére no word pictures yes- 
terday of the development of an épic 
of modern business. Rather, there 
was admission that the Ford company 
was a profitable enough venture, but it 
was not, in 1913, the magic purse 
stockholders’ witnessés had described it. 


Wilson Hurt Values. 


Two witnesses, Arthur C. Dodge, of 
Clark & Doge; of New York, invest- 
ment bankers, and Sidney J. Weéin- 
berg, of Goldman, Sachs & Co., placed 
the value of the Ford stock as of 
March, 1913, at not more than $4,250, 
in sharp contrast to the $9,500 a share 
Talbot valuation and the higher value 
witnesses f6r the former stockholders 
previously had estimated it. 

Mr. Dodge delved into speeches made 
by President V.ilson in the 1912 cam- 
paign for réasons which had lessened 
the 1913 value of the Ford stock. The 
inveighing of President Wilson against 
big business malefactors generally and 
his declaration that they should be 
hanged on gallows ‘as high es Ha- 
man’s,”’ Mr. Choate said, had had a gen- 
erally detrimental effect on big busi- 
ness and stocks, and undoubtedly af- 
fected the value of the Ford stock. He 
cited other facts and figures to demon- 
strate the fairness and accuracy of the 
value hé fixed for the stock. 

In blocks of from.100 to 2,000 shares 
the Ford stock early in 1913, he declar- 
ed, had no greater value than $4,000 a 
share. He placed $4,250 as the outside 
per share value. 

Mr. Weinberg placed the value at 
$4,250 and he, too, explained the basis 
for his figure. Early in 1913, the time 
for which he estimated the company 
value, Mr. Weinberg was assistant to 
the order clerk of his firm,’ it was

Davis and Joseph E. Davies, chief 
adviser and 6,.0...>....n, respectively, of 
the stockholders’ counsel. 

Had he owned the Ford company or 
stock he would not have sold it for 
the figure he fixed as a fair value for 
it, Mr. Weinberg later admitted under 
questioning. He insisted, however, that 
the $4,260 valuation was a fair one 
based on all of the factors which must 
of necessity be takén into consideration 
in &rriving at a proper figure. Previous 
governmént valugtions have been as 
low as $2,500. 

Turning from /the question of the 
Valuation of they stock the government 
presented other/witnesses with the pur- 
pose of showing that the action of the 
Treasury in reopening the tax case after 
it apparently had been closed definitely 
was perfectly proper, both from a legal 
and a moral standpoint. 

Harris C. Armstrong, a member of 
the legal staff of the internal revenue 
buréau; Luther F. Speer, former deputy 
commissioner of internal revenue, and 
Richard S. Doyle, an attorney now in 
private practice but formerly employed 
in the legal branch of the intefnal 
revenue bureau, were witnesses put on 
the stand by the government to prove 
this point, and Mr. Doyle had not com- 
pleted his testimony when the hearing 
adjourned to 10 o’clock this morning. 


Melion Curbs Practice. 


Mr. Armstrong déclared that numer- 
ous tax cases had been reopened by 
the bureau after they first had been 
closed, and that the Ford stock case 
was not the only one. There were s0 
many cases reopened, he declared, that 
complaints became so many and 6&0 in- 
sistent that Secretary Mellon in 1923 
issued an order to the internal revenue 
bureau’ that reopened cases should be 
the exception and not the rule. 

After that order, Mr. Armstrong said, 
ohly such cases as were not affected 
by special agreement between the bu- 
réau and the taxpayer were reopened. 
Counsel for the stockholders attempted 
to develop Mr. Armstrong’s testimony 
on this point into a statement suffi- 
Ciently flat and unequivocal to sult 
their purpose.

Says Basic Law Chaotic. 


The Constitution, as it now stands, 
he said, is a chaotic mass of conflict- 
ing provisions and amendments. The 
government has so clearly failed to en- 
force the prohibition law that the 
eighteenth amendment must be re- 
pealed or modified, and such action by 
Congress itself “is in the last degree 
improbable,” Mr. Cuvillier said, adding 
that in view of the demands for a con- 
aon assembly from 32 States, 

Congress either must comply or be 
compelled to do so by the courts. 

Opposing the cdOnvention, Mr. Wheel- 
er, while admitting that 32 States have 
‘asked that a constitutional convention 
|be called, declared these formal appli- 
;cations, extending back to 1901, were 
separate, unrelated and obsolete and 
could not be considered as a proper de- 
imand from 32 States within the intent 
,of the constitutional provision. 

Mr. Wheeler declared that the sole 
purpose of Mr. Cuvillier’s proposal was 
repeal or modification of the eighteenth 
amendment and challenged proponents 
of the constitutional convention to 
fight it out on the basis of submission 
of the single question to the States for 
approval in the same manner as the 
amendment had been adopted. 


Cuvilllier Presents Case. 


Supporting a constitutional conven- 
tion, Mr. Cuvillier said in part: 

“Now the surprising fact, which no 
one, apparently, realizes, is that 32 
States have already made such formal 
application. Seven States—Colorado, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee and Texas—led the 
way in 1901. There was another out- 
burst of applications in 1907, Delaware, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Louisiana, Mis- 
souri, Montana, Nevada, New Jersey and 
West Virginia added themselves to the 
list. And at various dates between 
1901 and 1926 other States have made 
application, the latest being Nevada, 
which sent in a second application 
last year. 

“While it would be very difficult, 
therefore, to get rid of the ‘eighteenth 
amendment by the cumbersome ma- 
chinery of repeal, the calling of a con- 
vention which, by adopting an entirely 
new constitution, would rid us at a 
stroke of the eighteenth amendment 
and such other portions of our govern- 
mental machinery as have proved them- 
selves impractical, is a fairly simple 
matter. 

“I can not emphasize too strongly, 
even at the risk of repetition, that un- 
der the Constitution Congress has ab- 
solutely no. discretion. The requisite 
number of applications having been 
handed in, the issuing of the call is 
mandatory. 


Mandate to Congress. 


“If Congress should refuse to per- 
form its duty, there must remain some 
means of forcing it to perform its duty, 
otherwise the whole intention of the 
fathers is nullified. Congress would 
then become a body above the law, 
above even the Constitution itself. 

“In this one case, Congress is not a 
legislative body at all, but simply an 
agent appointed and commanded by 
the Constitution to perform a specific 
act when specific conditions have been 
fulfilled. As a State legislature is 
competent to make application for a 
constitutional convention, it is obvious- 
ly also competent to withdraw its ap- 
plication. And if a legislature does 
not withdraw such an application, it 
is clear that the application remains 
in force.” 

Wheeler Answers. 


Opposing Mr. Cuvillier, Mr. 
said in part: 

“The probability that a national con- 
stitutional convention will be called 
is remote. The fact that many States 
have, throughout our national history, 
requested that a constitutional conven- 
tion be called to deal with various 
problems, is negatived by the accom- 
panying fact that the problems which 
inspired those ancient applications have 
been solved. Article V of the Constitu- 
tion sets forth the methods of its 
amendment. The portion referring to 
the application for a constitutional 
convention does not mean that all 
the separate unrelated and obsolete 
applications on any and every issue 
raised since the adoption of the 
Constitution may be grouped and add- 
ed together to obtain a total equal 
to the required two-thirds of the States. 

“Desire to have the _ eighteenth 
amendment repealed is the motive be- 
hind Mr. Cuviller’s suggestion. If the 
foes of prohibition believe they repre- 
sent the will of the majority required 
for an amendment of our fundamental 
law, why do they not use the more di- 
rect and customary method of submit- 
ting a proposed amendment through 
the affirmative action of two-thirds of 
the members of both branches of Con- 
gress and the ratification by the legis- 
latures of three-fourths of the States? 

| “The plan in common use, by sub- 
mission of a proposal by Congress, is 
clearly worked out. The other is nebu- 
lous. If Congress blocks a popular dé- 
mand for a constitutional amendment 
as shown by the affirmative action of 
a majority of the State legislatures the 
alternative plan exists as a remedy. 
But no such emergency has arisen. 

“There is, of course, no sentiment in 
favor of a general revision of the Con- 
stitution. It has stood for 137 years 
as the greatest charter of human rights 
and liberty ever conceived by the brain 

of man.’

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A BILL TO CREATE BOOTLEGGERS. 


If it were not known that President Cool- 
idge stands ready to kill the McNary-Haugen 
bill, 


that piece of legislation would convince ob- 
servers that the people could no longer ex- 
pect to have their liberties preserved against 
the encroachment of cabals and _ special 
interests, 

Secretary Mellon’s analysis of the adminis- 
trative costs of the McNary-Haugen system 
does not tell the whole story. He estimates 
that 100'field investigators would be required 
to insure the collection of the equalization 
fee. This is a gross underestimate, as will be 
manifest when it is seen that there are 3,829 
millers alone who would need investigation, 
to say nothing of 1,252 packers and 551 cot- 
ton ginners, besides millions of farmers. 

What is more natural than the growth of 
bootlegging and grafting under this proposed 
law? With a horde of Federal wheat agents, 
cotton agents, rice agents, hog agents, tobacco 
agents, and corn agents, dealing with millions 
of farmers and processors, the business now 
done by bootleggers and dry agents would be 
dwarfed into insignificance, Farmers would 
find that they could not sell their products 
without paying tribute to the government. 
This would drive them into the bootlegging of 
wheat, corn, hogs, rice, cotton and tobacco. 
They would corrupt the Federal agents and 
the Federal agents would corrupt them. 

There is nothing criminal in taking a drink 
of liquor or selling a hog. No law can con- 
vince the average man that these transactions 
are crimes. The farmers who have voted 
against the equalization fee and had it thrust 
upon them over their vote will surely violate 
the law, 

The bureaucracy that would be built up 
under the McNary-Haugen system would vastly 
overshadow the bureaucracy that is now 
struggling with the prohibition law. Tens of 
thousands of Federal agents would be em- 
ployed, and their activities would soon call 
for additional hundreds or thousands of under- 
cover ‘“‘snoopers’’ engaged in trying to detect 
farmers in the act of bootlegging their prod- 
ucts, with or without the connivance of the 
Federal agents. ° 

The supporters of the McNary-Haugen bill 
would, if they could, fasten upon the United 
States a law more obnoxious than the Vol- 
stead act. It would make this country a nation 
of bootleggers and grafters. Fortunately the 
presidential veto stands between the people 
and this calamitous legislation.

SPARE THE WILD FLOWERS. 


It is almost time to polish up the golf clubs 
and look to the edge of the garden spade. 


The first flower of spring, according to the 
American Nature association, is the skunk 
cabbage, which blooms the last week in Feb- 
ruary or the first week in March. The pussy 
willow is about to burst out of its fur coat, 
and before long the crocus will poke its head 
from the still barren ground. These are tan- 
gible evidences of the approaching end of 
winter. 

Now is the time when: the great American 
public begins to shine up its automobile, so 
that on sunshiny days it can go where the 
breath of spring smells sweetest. This is the 
time to pity the poor skunk cabbage, which 
the public on its automobile excursions will 
pounce upon and pull out by its roots. The 
advancing season will bring trilliums, the dog 
tooth and white violets, the marsh marigold, 
the dogwood and the anemone, Jack-in-the- 
pulpit, saxifrage and Dutchman’s breeches. 
Beautiful names, and beautiful flowers; none 
of which, unless human nature has changed 
considerably during the winter, will be spared 
for others to enjoy. 

Wild flowers soon wither and die when re- 
moved from their natural state. Once pulled 
from the ground by their roots. they are de- 
stroyed forever, and a beauty spot becomes 
barren and ugly. Now is the time of year 
when the public should take stock of its out- 
door manners and resolve to spare the wild 
flowers for the enjoyment of all. | 
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SAIL AND STEAM. 


The individual who labors under the impres- 
sion that the horse has been superseded by 
the automobile and the motor truck, except in 
the delivery of milk, is probably the same per- 
son who believes that the only remaining sail 
craft on the ocean are the catboats of At- 
lantic City or the bugeyes of the tidewater 
oysterman. He will be astonished to learn 
that the Department of Commerce reports 
that during the past year sailing ships under 


{the American flag carried .a total of more than 


1,000,000 tons of merchandise to and from the 
ports of the United States. There are still in 
commission 2,362 of the old type of ‘‘wind- 
jammers” plowing the ocean, and they still 
earn dividends for their owners. But the 
American clipper, which was the pride of every 
old salt from Bangor to Charleston, is seldom 
seen, and the deep-water sailor has almost 
disappeared from the water fronts of Boston, 
Brooklyn and San Francisco. 

In spite of the disadvantages under which 
American merchant shipping is conducted 
there are 7,273 steamships under registry of 
the Department of Commerce, which, compar- 
ed with 120 years ago, when the first steam 
vessel appeared in 1807, exhibits some growth. 
The cargo carried by that vessel amounted to 
exactly 78 tons. Today the annual tonnage 
transported by steam vessels through the 
“Soo” canal alone amounts to nearly a million 
times that tonnage, as the commerce of the 
“Soo” in 1925 reached’ 75,753,829 tons. 

When it fis realized that during the same 
year, 1925, the total foreign-borne tonnage of 
the American merchant marine was approxi- 
mately only one-half of the freight tonnage 
which passed through the channel which con- 


portance of the traffic through the inland 
waterways of the country can be understood. 
The tonnage measurement of the 7,273 steam 
vessels of the American merchant marine, in- 


cluding the vessels in the lake trade, is 17,-- | 


$11,147 tons, and those which sail the seven 
seas carried approximately 30,000,000 tons of 
freight to and from the ports of the world. 
Here also is a demonstration of the growth of 
American commerce, for in the year of George 
Washington’s first inauguration the weight of 
cargoes entering and leaving the ports of the 
United States aggregated only 201,562 tons, 
all, of course, in sailing vessels. 


FOREIGN MAIL SPECIAL DELIVERY. 


The Postoffice Department announces that 
during the past year reciprocal arrangements 
‘have been perfected with 23 countries in the 
postal union whereby letters bearing special 
stamps will be delivered in the country, of 
destination by. special messengers instead of 
through the regular channels.

They receive 8 cents for delivery of a special 
package or letter weighing up to 2 pounds, 
for which the charge is 10 cents, 11 cents for 
a package on which the charge is 15 cents. 
On packages weighing over ten pounds, for 


which the fee is 20 cents, the carrier receives . 


15 cents. But there is no limit to the amount 
which the special carriers may earn. 

Until the negotiations with the 23 countries 
of the postal union were completed Canada 
was the only foreign country that delivered 
letters originating in the United States. The 
extra charge for such delivery in each of the 
countries that have entered into the agree- 
ment will be 20 cents, one-half of which will 
be credited to the country to which the letter 
is destined and the other half credited to 
the postal receipts: This is the rate prevailing 
on letters to Canada at present. The “special 
delivery’’ charge will be uniform throughout 
the postal union.

TALKING MOVIES. 


"A war between manufacturers of devices to 
produce talking moving pictures is imminent. 
Five companies are Sponsoring developments 
of the principle, one of which, however, reg- 
isters the voice on a record. The others 
utilize a more or less similar principle of im- 
pressing vibrations of the voice on the film it- 
self, and apparently are involved in a serious 
patent dispute. Each is proceeding energetical- 
ly with the development of its own device, and 
two lawsuits, at least, already have been filed. 

The development of the talking moving pic- 
ture will be most interesting. To many, one 
of the chief charms of the silent drama has 
been that each member of the audience was at 
perfect liberty to fit his own words into the 
mouth of the hero or heroine. Subtitles made 
possible the understanding of the story, but in 
each scene the spectator could put himself in 
the shoes of the actor, and in his mind, at 
least, develop the dialogue to suit his own 
fancy. With a talking movie this is impos- 
sible. 

It can not be denied that there is a large 
field of usefulness for the new device. In 
classroom work, for instance, it should soon 
become irreplaceable. With the talking mov- 
ing picture a world-famous physicist literally 
can be transported to a tiny backwoods col- 
lege to give what amounts to a personal lec- 
ture and demonstration of a new discovery, or 
a European surgeon without leaving his home 
can conduct a clinic in a New York classroom. 
Great financial return, however, 
pected from the scientific 
ciple. 

Undoubtedly the new device will earn money 
for its owners even if it can be used only for 
presentation, prologue and overture purposes. 
If-it becomes a gold mine, however, as many 
predict, it will be through general adoption 
for-program and feature:pictures, and this de- 
pends on the public reaction. Apparently, 
however, the four companies concerned in the 
development feel sufficiently sure of their 
ground to justify what undoubtedly will be a 
long and expensive court battle to establish the 
basic patent rights.

THE AGE OF SLANG. 
“Charming, rather than disgusting,” 
is the slang which colors the speech of 
the young American sheik and the 
sheba, and their parents as well, in this 
the jazz age of American life.

Discoverer Gives Rights to 
Wisconsin University, Fear- 
ing Commercialism. 


PUTS SUNSHINE IN FOOD 


Chicago, Feb. 15 
Daily News today said that a Wiscon- 
sin chemist has given away the patent 
rights for a process of putting sunlight 
into ordinary food in quantities which 
will prevent rickets an@ probably other 
diseases. 


He is Henry Steenbock, of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. He has refused 
millions of dollars, the News said, for 
the sale of his process to the manufac- 
turers of a proprietary cereal food. In- 
stead he has introduced the discov- 
ery to the University of Wisconsin. 

“If I took that money,” Prof. Steen- 
bock is quoted as saying, “it would 
mean that the purpose of my life has 
I am happy only in 
the endeavor to advance the well be- 
ing of humanity.”

After a lifetime devoted to research 
in the interest of the welfare of hu- 
manity, climaxed by the discovery of a 
means of impregnating food with one 
of the essential elements by use of the 
ultraviolet ray, the greatest fear of 
Prof. Henry Steenbock, of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, was expressed to- 
night as that his development might 
fall into selfish, alien hands.

BEAT VICTIMS TO DEATH! 


Conneaut, Ohio, Feb. 15 (By A. P.).— 
A jazz tune from a raftilo today led to 
the confession of a 16-year-old boy that 
he killed Mrs. Cella Brown, 27, and her 
5-year-old son, Frederick, jr., last night 
when the woman repulsed his advances. 

Floyd Hewitt, a farmer boy, living 
just across the road from the Brown 
home, 3 miles from here, admitted 
to county authorities after three hours 
of questioning that he had crushed her 
head with a stove poker which she had 
snatched up to protect herself, and 
then killed the boy to conceal the 
crime. His arrest followed information 
given the authorities by Frederick 
Brown, sr., the husband, who found the 
bodies when he returned early today 
from his employment as crew caller at 
& railroad engine house. 

The radio was still on when ne. en- 
tered the house, and asthe boy Was 
fond of music and had been in the 
habit of coming frequently to the 
Browns’ home in the evening to listen, 
Brown suggested that he be questioned. 


motoring with'a friend. 
maintained ignorance of the Killing, 
but after long questioning asked to be 
left alone with Deputy Sheriff H. D. 
Hanum. A few minutes later Sheriff 
Frank Shelton was called in. 

Shelton brought the story of the con- 
fession with him when he returned 
from the room. The boy said he had 
been seated on the davenport with Mrs. 
Brown and had made advances which 
were repulsed. He said he renewed them 
and Mrs. Brown grabbed the poker and 
struck him across the shoulder and or- 
dered him from the house. Angered by 
the blow, he tore the weapon from her 
hands and chased her aout the house, 
finally cornering her on a stairway, 
where he killed her with blows on the 
head. 

The child who had been playing with 
a deck of cards at his mother’s feet 
ran screaming after her as Hewitt pur- 
sued her about the house, the boy said. 
After the mother was slain Hewitt said 
he turned on the boy, who fled to the 
basement. There for several seconds 
they dodged about in the dim light un- 
til, trapped behind a furnace, the child 
was killed with his own ball bat. 

After the confession a warrant charg- 
ing first-degree mygeler was issued and 
Hewitt was taken at once by motor car 
to Jefferson, the county seat, where he 
was placed in jail to await action of 
the grand jury.

the Pickwickian Manner. | 


Frank C. Reilly submite ‘Pickwick,’ 
with John Cumberland. A comedy in 
three acts, by Cosmo Hamilton and Frank 
C. Rellly, freely besed n “The Pick- 
wick Papers,’’ by Charles Dickens. 


Of all recent attempts to do some- 
thing worth while in the theater the 
gesture made by Frank C. Reilly is 
the noblest. He, so the Belasco pro- 


gram has it, submits “Pickwick,” @ 
comedy in three acts based upon “The 
Pickwick Papers,” by Charles Dickens. 
The premiere took place lest night, and 
while all time limit was thrown to 
the four winds, the performance run- 
ning well past the midnight hour, 
even the hypercritical were kindly and 
remained to hear the last word of 
a beloved character, Samuel Pickwick, 


In the person of John Cumberland, 
the venerable Mr. Pickwick steps out 
of the past; direct from the pages 
of the book. This is by far the best 
work John Cumberland has ¢ver done— 
and he brings with him all Pickwickian 
mannerisms, gestures, traditions, and 
traits, together with the companionship 
that went to make up a courtly club. 
The play is perfectly cast. 

“Pickwick” is authentic. Money was 
spent with a lavish hand, but with 
little or no waste, and not in the 
gaudy or grand manner. Research 
work was done, and no point over- 
looked. Charles Dickens was 8 descrip~- 
tive writer of the first rank, so that 
his characters are embedded for all 
time in the memories of those who fol- 
lowed the meanderings of his pen. 
There is no gainsaying the fact that 
Cosmo Hamilton, coauthor with Mr. 
Reilly in the work of making a possi- 
bility out of a seeming im bility— 
the staging of “Pickwick”—helped work 
a miracle. More time, a touch here 
and there, and the job will be com- 
plete. 

In a world without patience there 
may be no great demand for such stage 
presentations such as this. If so, the 
world is wrong. There is a courtroom 
scene depicting the trial of Samuel 
Pickwick, charged with breach of 
promise by the Widow Bardell, that 
borders on the “classic. Not only law- 
yers, but any one who ever sat in a 
court of justice will here recognize a 
masterpiece of comedy in custom and 
manners. ) 

Many and delightful touches go to 
make up the. ensemble, and all done 
in the Pickwickian sense—so that those 


who have come to hold Dickens as their 
favorite will find here the theatrical 
treat of the times. 

An unwieldy production—the comedy 
is staged in three acts and nine scenes 
—it needs now only proper polishing 
and handling to take its place along 
with delightful entertainment such as 
that afforded by a proper presentation 

Sheridan’s “The School for 


Pity "tis, neither time nor space per- 
mit proper appraisal, even in its 
pristine presentment, of something 
that has within it the soul of a sacred 
and gentle old man, Samuel Pickwick, 


Though the authors admit of freedom 
with the text, they have held true to 
Dickens. They could scarcely do other- 
wise, either way. The adventures of 
the Pickwickians are honestly recorded. 
In point of action there is some of the 
finest character study seen upon the 
American stage in many days. There 
is, for instance, the well-nigh perfect 
presentation of Sam Weller, Pickwick’s 
man servant, by Charles McNaughton. 
Next to the work of John Cumberland 
this is the outstanding histrionic con- 
tribution, though there are others that 
approach the same heights. The three 
companions of Pickwick are well cared 
for by Ralph Bunker, as Nathaniel 
Winkler; MacKenzie Ward as Augustus 
Snodgrass, and Harry Plimmer as the 

mpous Tracy Tupman. Joe, the 
at boy, is there, played by Maxine 
Pomada; Katherine Stewart does Mrs. 
Bardell, and a host of others essay 
some half a hundred characterizations 
that have all the earmarks of persons | 
imported direct from the London of a 
century ago. 

Some of the actors double in brass, 
to use the orchestral expression, and 
one in particular gives a fine account 
of himself. He is John Rogers who, 
at the opening of the story, the as- 
sembling of the characters in the 
courtyard of the White Hart Inn, plays 
the ‘ead ‘ostler and again turns up in 
the courtroom as the barrister for the 
plaintiff making what is undoubtedly 
one of the most impassionate speeches 
ever heard by a judge and jury. 

There was nothing left undone by 
the producer of “Pickwick” and his 
assistants in an attempt to give to the 
world theatric an outstanding comedy. 
Its faults are easily forgiven; for, in 
the light of the present day theater, 
they are few—and unintentional.

LEGION POST WARNED 
OF PACIFISM TREND 


Bolshevists Pushing Propa- 
ganda, Says Maj. Gen. 
Nicholson in Address. 


Warning that pacifist propaganda, 
pushed by bolshevist organizations, is 
spreading, Maj. Gen. William J. Nichol- 
son, of the Seventy-ninth division, last 
night urged that the American Legion 
combat to the utmost any attempts to 
undermine the foundations of govern- 


ment. He spoke before the Vincent B. 
Costello post, of the American Legion, 
in the District building. 

“We can not avold fights,” Gen. 
Nicholson said. “I have been in the 
world 70 years and have tried to avoid 
them, but without success. Countries 
are like individuals. They have the 
same feelings and desires, and just as 
individuals fight—so will nations. Bol- 
shevist propaganda, financed or insti- 
gated by people in other parts of the 
world, is doing enormous harm in this 
country. As an instance, we have the 
recent case of a professor in Columbia 
university, who, in his class, ridiculed 
veneration for the flag. When you see 


bolshevist propaganda 
hit it and hit it hard. 

Capt. Frank Ferguson, of American 
Legion post, No. 1, San Francisco, and 
John P. Nolan, Portland, Maine, fol- 
lowed Gen. Nicholson with brief ad- 
dresses. Vice Commander Henry M. 
Jett presided at the meeting, which 
was attended by approximately 250 
members.

It attacked preg- 
nant women with especial force and 
frequency. It preferred people less than 
30 years of age. It showed no relation 
to season in its prevalence. It was in 
Europe in the spring, in Boston in Au- 
gust, in Chicago in October, and had 


covered the States by Christmas. What's. 


now called flu has none of those quali- 
ties. 

But, on the other hand, a careful 
study of the symptoms on these re- 
port cards shows that the physicians 
who made them reported as flu cases 
which differed considerably from or- 
dinary colds and coughs. The cases 
called flu prevailed especially in the 
last of the year, just before and around 
Christmas, which was not true of what 
they reported as colds. 

The distribution of flu by age groups 
is different from the distribution of 
colds according to the ages of the sick, 


bution of the so-called flu 
was not that of the flu of 1918. The 
Symtoms of these cases of flue were 
somewhat different from those of the 
cases called colds. In cases where the 
patient has more chill, ‘fever, pain and 
constipation, the doctor called it flu. 
If coryza was the very prominent symp- 
tom he called it a cold. Drs. Town- 
send and Sydenstricker thought the 
symptoms of this flu were a little 
more like those of 1918 flu than they 
were like those of the disease ordinarily 
called a cold. 

It is plain that not even the best of 
physicians can be certain that a given 
case is flu, or a common cold. 

It is also very peaihe that much the 
most important health question of the 
day is the common cold and its kins- 
men—coughs, sore throats, flu. and 
pneumonia.

The blowing up of tke 
Maine marked the beginning of an 
epoch, speakers said. It prepared the 
way for the twentieth century, with 
the United States in a position of world 
leadership, and for a republic of free 
and contented people in Cuba. 

It also marked, speakers pointed out, 
the exit of another great nation— 
Spain. Representative Scott Leavitt, 
of Montana, declared it opened the 
door by which this nation’ and Cuba 
entered to their present state, and 
Spain, with bended head, passed out. 

Dr. Don Orestes Ferrera, Ambassador 
from Cuba, declared the sacrifice of the 
sailors and marines who died with the 
Maine had forever cemented in a bond 
of union the American and Cuban re- 
Publics. 


Assails 


He added: 

“The men who perished with the 
Maine were not citizens of Cuba by 
right of birth, but they have been since 
then, by a superior title, by the sacri- 
fice of their lives. 

“The men whose martyrdom we re- 
call today served even more effectively 
than the soldiers who fought on the 
field of battle for the independence of 
Cuba, because their lives were exalted 
into a symbol and out of that symbol 
came our victory.” 

He continued: 

“On this occasion I feel it my duty 
to declare that although we are your 
neighbors we do not feel the pressure 
of your great power. The accusations 
of imperialism, on the contrary, find 
a refutation in the untrammeled exist- 
ence of the republic of Cuba, from 
which no attribute of its sovereignty 
ever has been withdrawn, notwith- 
standing the statements sometimes 
made by mistaken friends or deceitful 
enemies.” 

Mr. Leavitt declared “the Spanish 
war taught us many lessons, but the 
principal lesson was that unprepared- 
ness is a national crime.” The 2,000) 
persons who were in attendance at the} 
exercises loudly applauded when 
made this statement. He added: 

“Free governments are the hope of 
the world. And in the interest of free 
government it is necessary that free 
governments shoyld be able to defend 
themselves against the assaults of op- 
pression.”

GROSO-EXAMINAT ION

Murder Trial Session Is Ad- 
journed When Defendant 
Shows Exhaustion Signs.

The government cross examination of 
Samuel Mareno, 19-year-old defendant 
in the Patrolman Leo W. K. Busch 


murder trial, occupied all of yesterday 
in criminal court No. 2, despite the 
fact that the prosecution was limited to 
the scope of questioning. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock, the Italian, 
evidencing signs of exhaustion, an- 
nounced he was “tired of answering 
questions” and Justice William Hitz 
adjourned court until today, when the 
government will resume the examina- 
tion. Mareno, Nicholas Lee Eagles, 
John Cline Proctor and John Fall Mc- 
Cabe ar echarged with the murder 
of Busch, who was wounded in the 
Grant circle gun battle last September 
26, and died two days later. 

At the very outset of proceedings, the 
government received a surprising set- 
back. Justice Hitz ruled against per- 
mitting the prosecution to examine the 
Italian of any statement he made 
to police or headquarters detectives 
concerning the shooting, on the ground 
that the statements were made invol- 
untarily. Prosecutor George D. Horn- 
ing, jr., already had announced he 
would not press the motion to allow 
examination on a statement made to 
Edward Duffy, local newspaper man. 


Identifies Two RKevolvers. 


The government then elected to im- 
peach the Italian’s defense solely on his 
direct testimony. The outstanding 
points of his defense were: A strong 
claim to the identity of “the man in 
the blue sult,” whom Patrolman Frank 
L. Ach, star government witness, had 
described as taking part in the fray 
after the first shot was fired; that ke 
fired at Ach “‘because I thought he was 
going to kill me,” and that he was 
mentally unsound, possessing the mind 
of an 8-year-old child. 

Horning had Mareno identify the.two 
revolvers, which the Italian said were 
used by himself and Eagles in the 
srooting. In response to a volley of 
queries by Horning, Mareno related 
stealing the weapons in the robberies 
of gasoline stations in nearby Virginia 
a week before the fatal battle. Horn- 
ing confined his questions to those rob- 
beries and to the weapons throughout 
the morning session. 

When the afternoon proceedings got 
under way, the prosecutor directed the 
attention of the Italian to the meeting 
of Patrolmen Busch and Ach at Georgia 
avenue and Upshur street, and then 
questioned about the battle. He in- 
quired over and over again the posi- 
tions of each man in the walk along 
Upshur street just before the battle be- 
gan in an apparent effort to confuse 
the witness. 


Holds to His Story. 


Mareno held steadfastly to his story. 
He repeated his accusation of Eagles as 
the “man in the raincoat,” who stepped 
forward and cried, “Stick ‘em up!” 
when the policemen attempted to ar- 
rest the four and of Proctor firing the 
first shot. He firmly denied shooting 
at any one but Ach, and said he did not 
fire until after the policeman had 
wounded him. In answer to numerous 
questions concerning the _ specific 
streets he was on, Mareno stated he 
was unfamiliar with the neighborhood, 
whereupon Horning showed him a 
photograph of the battle scene which 
was taken by Detective Sergt. Fred 
Sandberg. 

After a close scrutiny of the picture, 
Mareno pointed to the photograph and 
said: 

“I didn’t see a mail box there. It 
looks like this was taken on the wrong 
side of the street.” 

“He must have been standing on his 
head,” James B. Archer, counsel for 
Proctor, observed. When court ad- 
journed and Mareno was, being led to 
the prisoners’ dock he complained to 
the other defendants: 

“That guy asks me the same damn 
question a hundred times.” 

Whether the witness had acquitted 
himself on the stand as a child of 8 
years would have done was a point of 
speculation among attorneys after the 
adjournment. When the government 
completes its examination, Mareno is 
assured of a severe examination by At- 
torney Archer, as his testimony is held 
to have damaged the story -told by 
Proctor.
